HALF-YEARLY, REPORT BY THE DIRECTORS. 


Tur Directors have the pleasure of submitting to “the Proprictors the ordinary Report on the 
business of the Bank for half-year evding 2th June. 


Throughout the entire period which has eloped since the date of the last Report, the supply of 
money has been abundant, and its value remarkably steady. The Bank’s rates of Intercst have in conse- 
qnence undergone no material alterutions. Towards the close of 1860 a demand for accommodation, 
chicily in conection with a rapidly augmented trade in Cotton, sprang up in the Bombay market, and 
no inconsiderable portion of unemployed capital was thereby attracted to that Presidency from this 
side of India, To that cause mainly is te be aseribed the marked decreace in the amount of Deporits, 
and in the Bank’s Cush Balance, which followed early in 1861, On the 24th of January the Directors 
raised the Loan rates of Interest from 44 and 5 per Cent. to 5 and 6 per Cent. Although, from the 
above date, the Cash on hand coptinned steadily to decline, the Directors did not deem it expedient to 
mike any further alterations until the 3rd April following, when, owing to imereased local demands, 
which, however, proved tu be of a temporary character, the extreme limit: of Note cireulation allowed 
hy the Charter, was reached. Then, the rates were again raised one per Cent. ‘No further change has 
since taken phives 

















‘The half-year loses with a Cash Balance of one crore and sixty-five lacs, which, although not much 
over one-half of the sum held carly in January last, is still in exeess.of the normal amount of the 
Bank's Specie Reserve, 


The re-action which followed the unusually active and buoyant trade of the two years immediately 
succeeding the suppression of the recent mutiny has been prolonged by the famine, whieh, for six 
months past, hus been desolating a larze tract of the North-West Provinces. The Directors learn 
drom the able Report of Colonel Baird Smith, c. 1., that, in ordinary seasons, this important district, 
which comprises a population of nearly thirly inillions, takes off aunually about one-half of the 
Manchester Goods imported into Caleutta. It will be readily porecived that such a great culamity, 
absolutely paralysing a large extent of these Provinces, and causing, in the more favored und adjacent 
districts, a diversion of capital from its ordinary channels to estonsive local speculations in 
grain, could not fail to be accompanied with results prejudicial to the commercial interests 
of this City. The stagnation in trade which, from a combination of untoward circumstances, 
thus still unfortunately prevails, is of greater intensity and of longer duration 
than has been experienced fur a long series of years. | Notwithstanding the adverse 
circumstances against which the Bank hus had to contend, it will be observed, from the annexed 
Statement of Profit and Loss, that, altcr providing for all incidental charges, and paying the Tneome 
‘Tax, the Directors are enabled to declare a dividend at the rate of ten per Cent. per annum, and to 
maintain the Reserve Fund at nearly the same amount at whjch it stood on 30th June In60. 
Dividend Warrants will, as usual, be immediately available to the Shareholders on application being 
made at the Bank. 








The Directors have the satisfaction of intimating that no bad debts have been sustained during 
the past six months.
